They are Robert E. Bar- 
tlome, secretary, and Stan- 
ley J. Lepkowski, treasurer. 
Their lawyer, Washington 
attorney Dennis Flannery, 
confirmed that they have 
agreed to become govern- 
ment witnesses in exchange 
for immunity against any 
criminal charges brought in 
the case* 

Bartlome and Lepkowski 
were among several compa- 
ny executives who testified 
yesterday before a federal

the Watergate task force 
headed by Special Prosecu- 
tor Archibald Cox. The 
grand jury is probing illegal 
financial activities related 
to last year’s presidential 
campaigns.

’Steinbrenner; 43, individually was 
charged ( with five counts of violating cam- 
paign contribution laws, two counts -of aid- 
ing and abetting the making of false* tate- 
m.ents to FBI agents, four counts of ob- 
structing justice, and two counts of ob- 
structing a criminal investigation. 

! Steinbrenner and the* company w ete 
wntly charged under a combined count for 

onspiracy. The company also was charge# 
individually with one count of making ill# 
gal corporate campaign contributions. 
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Seen brought by Watergate mvestijSmuti 
against a 'corporate official in connection 
with illegal corporate campaign financing* 

A number of large corporations and their 
thief executive officers earlier were per- 
mitted to plead guilty to misdemeanor sec- 
tions of campaign financing laws and were 
fined 15,000 and §1,000, respectively. 

The severity of the criminal indict- 
ment* returned against Steinbrenner and 
AmShip are thought to be related to his 
refusal voluntarily to admit to any wrong- 
doing and to allegations that he took part in 
an extensive coverup of the allegedly ille- 
gal contributions. 

! I n a statement released through a 
Icveland public relations consultant, 
teinbrenner said Watergate prosecutois 
ad offered him the option of pleading gui .- 
ty to a one-count criminal charge of willful 
conspiracy to violate election laws.
